TWO THOUSAND KILLED. 


Terrible Loss of Life in Battle Between 

Goverament Forces and Para- 
guayan Revolutionists.

RUSSIANS AT PORT ARTHUR 
BADLY NEED SOME POSITIONS. 
Latest Reports from Beleaguered 
Stronghold Tell of Ebb and Flow 
of Fighting There—Unroofed Chi- 


nese Houses Make Excellent Re- 
doubts for Besiegers. 


[BY THE ASSOCIATED PRESS-A.M) 

CHEFOO, Sept. 7, 10:30 pm.—([By 
Asiatic Cable.] It is now apparent 
that the heavy fighting reported by nu- 
merous Chinese refugees as having oc- 
curred before Port Arthur between Au- 
gust 27 and 31 occurred chiefly on the 
first two days mentioned, the Japanese 
thereafter directing their efforts almost 
emirely to holding the positions they 
had obtained. 

That these positions were of consid- 
erable importance is evidenced by the 
fact that the Russians risked the lives 
of valuable men in open fighting in 
their efforts to dislodge the Japanese 
from them. As has been previously re- 
ported in these dispatches, the Japa- 
nese troops retired from nearly all 
points on the morning of August 31. 

The Novikrai of August 31 devotes 
considerable space to an account of 
a smail Russian reconnaissance which 


point near Shushiyen without @én- 
countering any Japanese. Returning 
to their own lines on the night of the 
29th, this party came upon a trench in 


Japanese soldier, who abandoned hits 
rifle and fled upon seeing the Russians.

A steamship which 
passed Port Arthur last night reports 
that she heard no firing from the Rus- 
sian stronghold. 

A copy of the Port Arthur Novikral, 
dated August 31, publishes detached in- 
cidents of the fighting of August 2) 
and 30 on the Russian east flank. 

On the evening of the 29th, the Japa- 
nese opened a heavy fire from Fort No. 
3 and other points, directing their 
larger guns chiefly at the Ruesian po- 
sitions on a hill called Smal! Eagle's 
Nest, 

At Shushiyen, the Japanese removed 
the roofs from a number of Chinese 
houses, strongly constructed of mud 
and stone, and converted them into ex- 
cellent redoubts. P 

At 9 o'clock of the evening of the 
29th, a Russian regiment made a éud- 
den onslaught on the Japanese trenches 
and at the point of the bayonet the 
Japanese were forced back to redoubdt 
No. 2. The Russians were unable to 
proceed farther than this redoubt be- 
cause of the fierce fire poured in upon 
them by the Japanese. According to 
comment made by the Novikral this 
redoubt had evidently been greatly 
strengthened during the preyious night. 
On the east flank the remainder of the 
night of the 29th was quiet. Nothing 
occurred on the west flank during the 
night of the 29th. 

On the morning of August 30, Rus- 
sian artillery dispersed a small body 
of Japanese cavalry. 

A Japanese torpedo boat recently 
fired on Tiger's Tail Fort. She was 
found by searchlights and repulsed by 
Russian batteries. She appeared to be 
somewhat damaged. 

SAILING NOT POSTPONED,

ST. PETERSBURG, Sept. 7.—The re- 
port that the asailing of the Baltic 
squadron has been postponed until No- 
vember is officially denied, as is also 
the report that several of the ships 
composing it developed defects. The 
squadron will sail for Libau Sunday. 
Exactly when it will sail thence is not 
known. 

Although the report that Rear-Ad- 
miral Ouktomsky, in command of the 
Russian fleet at Port Arthur, is to be 
courtmartialed is untrue, the Admiral- 
ty has decided to recall him, probably 
placing Capt. Wirin of the cruiser Ba- 
yan in comman.:. It has been realized 
all along that Ouktomsky lacked the 
requirements of a commander of a 
fleet under such difficulties, but owing 
to the impossibility of sending a flag 
officer to Port Arthur he was allowed 
to remain in command.

Three Lives Lost and Many 
Houscs in Ruins. 


Awful Price of Drunkard’s 


Carelessness. 


BAKERSFIELD. Sept. 7.—{Exclusive 
Dispatch.] For the second time in the 
history of the city,. Bakersfield was 
visited this afternoon by a conflagra- 
tion which threatened the entire mu- 
nicipality with destruction. Three en- 
tire blocks of the city are in ruins to- 
night. Two men are dead and a third 
is dying. The financial loss may reach 
a quarter of a million dollars, with in- 
surance. amounting to about $100,000. 
The city is in total darkness, and what 
is more, it is practically helpless * 
protect itself from another fire, for 
nearly all the fire-fighting apparatus 
was destroyed. . The fact that Bakers- 
field exists tonight is due to the ab- 
sence of wind this afternoon. liad 
there been a atiff wind, no human 
agency could have stopped the prog- 
reas of the flames, and the entire city 
must have been destroyed. 

The fire originated at 2:10 o'clock 
this afternoon in the engine house of 
the fire department. The man whose 
drunken spree was the cause of it paid 
the penalty of his life for his careless- 
ness, his charred body being found in 
the ruins of the engine house after the 
fire had burned itself out. 

William Silver, a brick mason, who 
was well-known throughout the city, 
went into the engine house to sleep olf 
the effects of a spree. He was smvok!ing 
when last seen, and it is supposei ih: 
went to sleep on a pile of hay. dropped 
his dighted cigar, and that caused the 
fire. 

The engine house was a frame shack 
and burned like dry tinder. It was 
surrounded on all sides by = fraine 
shacks—veritable fire traps—aid in a 
few seconds these were all ablaze. The 
flames spread north on K street to 
Twentieth and Nineteenth streets, ard 
in the rear of Jap alley. © 

The fire must have heen burning for 
a considerable time before it was 4d: 
covered, for when the firemen veuched 


the engine house the interior of the 
building was a veritable furnace. (Un- 
mindful of their own danger, the 


drivers of the hose wagon and eng ne 
dathed into the building and raved 
their horsres by driving them through 
the flames after hitching them io one 
engine and the hose wagon. The fright- 
ened animals tried to plunge Into the 
flames to the. instinct of their long 
training asserted itself, and when the 
gong rang out the noble animals ran to 
their places under the swinging har- 
ness and it took but an instant to snap 
the collars on and drive them out. A 
moment later a portion of the walis of 
the bullding fell. The otber engine, a

STATE TAX RATE. 

SACRAMENTO, Sept. 7.—At $9 o'clock 
tonight the State Board of Equalization 
met and officially fixed the State rate 
of taxation for the coming year at .535. 
A resolution was adopted reciting the 
basis of the assessment as follows: 

“It appearing from the returns made 
by the auditors of the several counties 
that the total assessment of all prop- 
erty assessed by the county assessors 
of the State and as equalized by the 
board is $1,480,719.975, and that the rall- 
road assessments made by this board 
are $69,669,566, making a total of $1,550,- 
389,541, and, whereas, after deducting 5 
per cent. for delinquencies and cost of 
collection of taxes; viz., $77,519,477 from 
said total there remains as the sum on 
which to calculate the rate of State 
tax the sum of $1,472,870,064, and, 
whereas, the board is directed to levy 
such rate of taxation as shall raise for 
the fifty-sixth fiscal year:

“Now, therefore the board 
the rate of 50 cents on each $100 of the 
taxable property of the State be and 
the same is hereby fixed as the rate of 
State tax to be collected for the fifty- 
sixth fiscal year, and that said rate of 
taxation be apportioned as follows: 


“For the general fund, 31 2 cents: 
school fund, 17.8 cents; Interest and 


sinking fund, 1 cent; total, 50 cents. 

“It is also ordered that a levy of 2 
cents on each $100 of value of the tax- 
able property be, and the same is here- 
by made, for the support of the Univer- 
sity of California. 

“It is also ordered that a levy of 1% 
cents on each 100 dollars of the value 
of the taxable property be and the 
same hereby is made for the support of 
the regular established high schools of 
the State of California, making a total 
tax rate of 63.5 cents.”
